Learn the basics of your remote: 


Your new remote can be used to control your Set Top Box and 
your TV, and if you like, up to two additional devices. The choice 
is yours. 


e Turn on your TV. 


- Press the STB button at the top of the remote to get into 
"STB Mode.” 


- Press the CH+ button to see the next higher channel. 
- Press 1 3 1 then OK to tune to Channel 131. 
- Press the Last button to return to the last channel. 


- Press the Info button to see information about the 
current program. 


- Press the Guide button to see a list of TV programs. 
e Press the Exit button to return to TV watching. 


- Press the Menu button to launch the FiOS TV Main Menu. 
From here you can access all the features of your 
FIOS TV service. 


- Use the Arrow Keys to navigate through this menu.

This is FIOS TV. It's so easy, all you have to do is “Press the button.” These are the 
buttons and what they do. 
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Tune to CHANNEL 131 for more answers to your questions. 
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Here's how to set up your FiOS remote: 

1. Look up the code of your TV brand on the sheet you were 
given with your new remote. 

2. Write down the first four-digit number. 

3. Turn on your TV. 

4. Press and hold the TV button. 

5. While you hold the TV button, press the OK button. 


6. Release both buttons. The device (TV, DVD, AUX) buttons 
should blink twice. 


7. Enter the 4-digit number for your TV brand. The TV button 
should blink three times. 


8. Point the remote at the TV and press Power If the TV turns 
off, you have successfully programmed the remote. If it 
doesn't, try the next code in the list for your brand of TV. 


9. Press the STB button to store the controls. 


Good to remember: 


If you have a Set Top Box with a built-in DVR, you have special 
button functions. Here's what they do: 


e DVR button displays your list of recorded programs. 


- Pause button is a rocker button. Press the lower half of 
the button to pause the program. Press the upper half of 
the button to continue to play from where you left off. 


e Skip back button jumps back a few seconds in the 
program you are watching. 


- Moving forward button jumps forward in the recorded 
program you are watching. 


- Record button records the current program.
